to meet the end at his own hands) rather 
than at the hniul.s of an Infuriated mob, 
gommlttcil suicide. 


Ills horse was found about 9 o'clock 


Friday morning and the greedy manner 
In which it was feeding showed that it 
liad only been turned adrift a short time 
before. 


It was an hour later when the pistol 


Bhot was heard and It sounded as If the 
.report came from about o'n,e mile up the 
gulch. 


If Dunham hnd only deserted his horse 


• few minutes before, at the time of the 
pistol xhot he could not have gone more 
than a half or three-quarters of a mile 
•way. 


There wus a hcnvy hailstorm In the 


gulch Thursday night. Dunham was un- 
doubtedly exhausted and knew that he 
[Was surrounded by men. all of whom are 
determined to tukc him dead or alive. 


With the occupants or nearly every cab- 


In in the mountains apprised of the deeds 
he had committed, the probability that 
every avenue of csi-ape would be guarded 
and starvation starlnc him in the face so 
long as he remained In the gulch, he un- 
doubtedly realized that chances for get- 
tins away were meagre. He had one and 
one-half pounds of bacon and two pounds 
of dried prunes for food, after he robbed 
Parker's cabin Thursday evening. 


It Is the realization of this state of af- 


fairs that has caused the sheriff to start 
out on today's expedition and another 
(act that prompts the sheriff to cause a 
tnorr thorough search of this deep can- 
yon, 
which is bordered by rugged, steep 


banks. Is that many of the vaqueros and 
mountaineers who know the country well, 
ray that this Is one of the ber,t refuges In 
the mountains for a criminal, and they 
think Dunham Is there. 


The buzzards are still circling over the 


gulch and thesn hawk* of death are not 
wasting ihcir time. It is in the probabil- 
ities that Dunham Is lying In some nook 
dying and they are waiting and watching 
(or the end.

Chinch, is 'bound to be earned into prac- 
tice, and will result in a great benefit 
o the taxpayers. The other Supervisors 
ire In accord with Mr. Church In the 
matter, and Dr. Clark, who is In charge 
of the Jnlirmary, Is preparing to tend a 
willing anil intelligent co-operation. 


Speaking on the subject this morning. 
Dr. Clark said: "t am satisfied- that we 
can mal;e a still greater reduction In the 
cost of earing for the inmates and pa- 
tients. 
I think we can go down ten 


ients lower. This may be done by more 
attention to diet. The custom has been 
to give the people as much as they could 
eat, .mil while nothing has been squan- 
dered, there may be a saving of some 
kind 
At present, the food for the pa- 
rents cofcts about IS cents per day, and 
npid<ntals and administration make up 
the difference between that and 33 or 40 
cent!- a clay, which is the present cost 
>er i apita. We raise in summer nearly 
nil the vegetables we use, but we aannot 
raise much in winter, because of the hard 
condition of the soil. If we hart 100 more 
nmates. we could ntlll maintain them at 
a reduced rate per capita."

The lecture at Hamilton Hall last even 


ing by Dr. Jerome Anderson was upo 
the subject of Karma, In Its aspect a 
the revealed will of God. The lecture 
denned Karma as the action of cause an 
effect upon all planes of nature, physi 
cal, mental and spiritual. The word wa 
claimed as already anglicised, and for 


definitions were therefore unneces 


sary. Karma means only the plain law 
of cause and effect, whose action is see 
in the phenomena of nature by 
man Is surrounded. 


But this law o£ cause and effect, th 


lecturer, claimed, was not the simple me 
chanical expression of 
routine 
force 


with which id.ea we have been in th 
habit of associating it, if we thought o 
if at all. Rightly studied, Its action re 
vealed many facts which pointed to it as 
the direct agent, if not the will, of Deity 
itself. Our familiarity has blinded ua t 
the majesty of its action or we wouli 
bee that a law which adjusts each effec 
to its appropriate cause must represen 
omniscient wisdom. Otherwise it woul 
fall in the presence of those complex prob 
lems with which it has to deal, and chao 
within the universe would result. 
In 


stead of this, the action of cause an, 
effect reveals the most perfect system 
of justice and compassion as ruling th 
universe, for as every effect is the exac 
outcome of its appropriate cause, jus 
tlce is secured; and as all Its action is t< 
restore disturbed equilibrium, and there 
fore compassionate, this attribute o 
Deity Is revealed by it. 


But 1 hat aspect of the law of cause and 


effect which seems to link it most closel 
with our conceptions of God Is its perfet 
impersonality. Its decrees are Immuta 
ble; theie is no appeal from its decisions 
once the cause is set up, not even 
himself can prevent the effect following 
It can not be cajoled nor deceived; it Is 
"without variableness or shadow of turn 
irfp," as the i'salmist of Israel declared 
It will build up 'the devilish character ou 
of unclean acts and thoughts just as sure 
!y as it will the saintly one out of the good 
deeds and altruistic motives. ' 
' 


While there is something th,at awes, am 


almost repels-,, u& th&» .perfect irope^ponal 
ity with which .it acts, yet In this very 
impersonality 'lies man's highest;. 
and his perfect1 jsetfurity. It'links- man 
the personal "bcThg,' with the absolute 
the Impersonal, and the Inflnfte. It de'm 
onstrates that; luUnlte Deity does concern 
Itself with, is related to, mortals, for 
this the expressidn ot'Infinite,-impersona 
justice governs man and his universe 
The link between the finite and Infinite 
is thus plainly apparent in this seemingly 
numble law of cause and effect, and Infln 
ite modes of ibenig and consciousness 
become measuieabiy comprehensible to 
Unite minds. 


We have been wont to consider love as 


the highest expression of the divine In na 
ture. 
Yet love is but the opposite o: 


hate; Is a manifested, and therefore limit 
ed, attribute of deily. Love may be ea 
joled entreated, changed; It may turn to 
hate; but wno can conceive of the law 
of cause and effect "repenting" that which 
It hap to do? Its perfect impersonality 
is infinitely above love, although this at- 
tribute seems so much nearer, and there- 
fore dearer to man because of his own 
imperfection. 


Tho majesty of this law grows upon 


imen as thty learn to recognize that It li 
really the expression of a mode of infin- 
ite consciousness. God becomes nearer 
his commands come not from afar off 
but the "still, small voice" of Karma 
tollows our every thought, word, or 
deed. We could not exist but for this 
law, 
and therefore the expression in all 


scriptures becomes comprehensible, that 
"in Him we live, move,, and have our be- 
ing." Truly we exist because of this, the 
will of God, and tne action of this will 
reveals the ever-concealed deity 'behind it. 


Olden Scriptures are full of the recog- 


nition of the dark majesty of Him who is 
thus revealed through this, the expression 
of divine will, fit has remained for mod- 
ern theologians to degrade divinity into 
a-fickle, swearufl^, tempting, deceiviiuj Je- 
Aovah. "God-i^'not man, that.he BOoiild 
Hie, nor the- son'" of man, that-he should 
ijepenl; hath he saiu, and shall ho not do 
ijt'.' or hath h.e spoken, and shall he not 
snake it good?" "Justice and Judgment 
ire the habititfon bf'.thy throne," sings 
dhe Psalmist,'I tSua , plainly recognizing 
and referring" to the1 action -of Karma, 
'file .luflgeth among the gods," again de- 
glares the warrior Singer of Israel, echo- 
s the still more ancient Egyptian hymn

M so doing they were demanding justice 
and judgment _of that wh.ch cannot err? 
Phrlstianfty has long taught that God 
sees every action; that "not a sparrow 
falls to the ground without Hla notice/' 
but its teachings have not reached the 
hearts of men-nor modified their Hves.be-. 
cause it fails to clearly explain how the 
Divine accomplishes this. That of which 
we are consc£oun affects us not; but if we 
are shown that in the Ignored law of 
cause and effect Is working the will of 
Omnipotent Deity, the Divine Presence 
at once becomes a living reality to our 
louls, 
. 


Karma, then, becomes the surety of 


man one day experiencing the bliss of 
love, peace, and compassion, in their per- 
fected states. It Is 
the promise 
and 


prophecy of our one. day attaining God- 
good, if in this our .manhood we set up 
Ihe proper causes. But while thus jour- 
neying through the colls of matter, it al- 
so shows us the necessity for brother- 
hood, if in this our manhood we set up 
sublimity, the grandeur, of the infinite 
and Impersonal, forces upon us the recog- 
nition that everything Unite must fall In- 
finitely short of Its Immutable perfect- 
ness. In tbe majestic 'presence of this 
divine law, men and gods must alike bow. 
The highest and holiest; no more than tbe 
most weak or^ wicked, dare defy its In- 
flexible decrees. In its presence there can 
be no classes nor castes; all are alike im- 
perfect.* Therefore, like our children who 
-cling to each other when lost in a forest, 
mortal* ouoht to be drawn together by the 
•acred tie of their equal helplessness In the 
presence of the divine. And the weaker 
the entity, the more completely It is lost 
in tbe wickedness of th* -world, tbe more 
mistakenly It.contends against this dl- 
-ylne -law by ste, crime or pas*k>n, tbe 
freater ought to be—moat be—our pitjr

The theory Is that after turning his 


horse adrift Dunham, realizing that the 
liour of his doom h:id come, and preparing 
to moot the end at his own hands rather 
than at the hands of an infuriated mob, 
committed suicide. 


Ills horse was found about 9 o'clock 


Friday morning and the greedy manner 
Jn which It was feeding .showed that It 
had only been turned adrift a short time 
i>efore.

She had made no permanent mark in 
the literary world; and her ideals of life 
at no time were the highest, or if so, 
she signally failed to reach them. Few 
women, have gained so much tempor- 
ary reputation on such a shifting and 
narrow basis- 


Her commercial venture in New York 


was a. failure, although ostensibly de- 
signed for the benefit of women. It 
was a plan of cooperation for a pros- 
perous class who least of all. needed 
the benefits of the cheap bargain coun- 
ter.

Church, is •bound to be earned Into prac 
tico. and will result In a great benefit 
to the taxpayers. The other Supervisors 
are In accord with '.Mr. Church In 'the 
matter, and Dr. Clark, who is In <-har"e 
of the Infirmary, Is preparing to ?end"a 
willing and Intelligent co-operation. 
Speaking on the subject thi.s morning 
Dr. Clark sakl: "t am satisfied that we 
can make n still greater reduction In the 
cost of oaring for the inmates and pa- 
tients. 
I think we can go down ten 


.rents lower. This may be done by more 
•mention to diet. The custom has been 
o give the people as much as they could 
eat. and while nothing has been *»quan- 
lered, there may be a saving of some 
kind. At present, the food for the pa- 
ilents cowls about 18 cents per clay, and 
neldentals and administration make up 
:he difference between that ami 35 or -10 
cents a day, which Is the present cost 
>er capita. Wo raise in summer nearly 
ill the vegetables we use, but we <tanno't 
rai«e much in winter, because of tho hard 
onditlon of the soil. If we had IuO more 
nmates, wo could still maintain them at 
\ reduced rate per capita."

The lecture at Hamilton Hall last even- 


ing" by Dr. Jerome Anderson was upon 
the subject of Karma. In its aspect as 
the revealed will of God. The lecturer 
denned Karma as the action of cause and 
effect upon all planes of nature, physi- 
cal, mental and spiritual. The word was 
claimed as already anglicised, and for- 
eign detinltfons were therefore unneces- 
sary. Karma means only the plain law 
of cause and effect, whoso action Is seen 
in the phenomena of nature by which 
man Is surrounded. 


But this law of cause und effect, tho 


lecturer, claimed, was not the simple me- 
chanical expression of 
routine 
force, 


with which iciea we have been in the 
habit of associating it. If wo thought of 
If at all. Klglitly studied, its action re- 
vealed many facts which pointed to It as 
the direct agent, It not the will, of Deity 
itself. Our familiarity has blinded us to 
the majesty of Its action or we would 
tee that a law which adjusts each effect 
to its appropriate cause must represent 
omniscient wisdom. Otherwise It would 
fail in the presence of those complex prob- 
lems with which It has to deal, and chaos 
within the universe would result. 
In- 


stead of this, the action of cause and 
effect reveals the most perfect system 
of justice and compassion as ruling the 
universe, for as every effect is the exact 
outcome of its appropriate cause, jus- 
tice Is secured; and as nil Its action is to 
restore disturbed equilibrium, and there- 
fore 
compassionate, this attribute of 
Deity Is revealed by It. 


But that aspect of the law of cause and 


effect which seems to link It most closely 
with our conceptions of God is its perfect 
Impersonality. Its decrees are Immuta- 
ble; there is ao appeal from its decisions; 
once the cause is set up, not even God 
himself can prevent the effect following. 
It can not he cajoled nor deceived; It Is 
"without Variableness or shadow of turn- 
Ing." as the Psalmist of Israel declared. 
It will build up the duvlllsh character out 
of unclean acts and thoughts just as sure- 
ly as It will the saintly one out-of the good 
deeils and altrulatlc motives..' 
' 


While there Is something that awes, and 


almost repels-,.iii thLs perfect impsraonul- 
Ity with which ill acts, yet In' this very 
impersonality 'liuk- man's highest, hopes, 
and his perfect1 beeurlty. If-links' nmn; 
the personal .being,.' with the absolute, 
the impersonal; and tbe Infinite. It dem- 
onstrates that.luUnlte- Deity dpcs concern 
Itself with, is related to, mortals, for 
this the expression of 'intinUe;'I-mi)crsonal 
justice governs man and his universe. 
The link between the Unite und Inlinlto 
is thus plainly apparent In this seemingly 
nurnble law of cause and effect, and infin- 
ite modes of 'being and consciousness 
become measuieably comprehensible to 
tmlte inlmls. 


We have been wont to consider love as 


tho highest expression of the divine In na- 
ture. 
Yet love is but tlie opposite of 


hate; is a manifested, and therefore limit- 
ed, attribute of deity. h,ove may be ca- 
joled .entreated, changed; It may turn to 
hate; but wno can conceive of the law 
of cause and effect "repenting" that which 
it haK to do? Its perfect impersonality 
is intinitely above love, although this at- 
tribute seems so much nearer, anil there- 
fore clearer to man because of his own 
imperfection. 


The majesty of this law grows upon 


men as they learn to recognize that it Is 
really the expression of a mode of infin- 
ite consciousness. God becomes nearer; 
his commands come not from afar olf 
but the "still, small voice" of Karma 
follows our every thought, word, 
or 


deed. We could not exist hut for this 
law, anil therefore the expression In 
scriptures becomes comprehensible, that 
"in film we live, move,, and have our be- 
ing." Truly we exist because of this, the 
will of God, and the action of this will 
reveals the ever-concealed deity 'behind it. 


Olden Scriptures are full of the recog- 


nition of the dark majesty of Him who is 
thus ic-vealtd through this, the expression 
of divine will, fit has remained for mod- 
ern theologians to degrade divinity into 
a tickle, swearing, tempting, deceiving Je- 
liovab. "God is not man, that-be should 
F,ie, nor the son'of nian, that-he should 
repent; hath he saiu, ami shall bo not do 
tt? or hath he spoken, and shall ho not 
make it good?" "Justice and judgment 
are the habitation bf'.thy throne," sings 
the Psalmist,'' thus . plainly . recognizing 
and referring' to tlie action of Karma, 
"lie judgeth among the gods," again do- 
qlares the warrior Singer of fsrael. echo- 
ing the still more ancient Egyptian hymn 
VTIu- Gods Adore Thee, they Greet thee, 
O, Thou One Duric Truth!" 


Shall man, then, pray, as Christians do, 


that '.he action of thK divine law be set 
aside to enable him to escape tbe conse- 
quences of his, acts, although the stability 
and existence of the very universe de- 
pend upon us not ol.anging? No. The 
mind once awaicened to a recognition of 
this, the ever-present will of tho Infinite, 
will recoil witli horror from the thought. 
Prayer is by word and deeds; not by idle 
ontreatlngs. "Xot every one that sailh 
to me. Lord, Lord, shall enter Into my 
kingdom," says> tho Christ In this very re- 
lation. The perfect justice of God Is re- 
vealed In this law; dare we ask less than 
this, or more? 
• 


The most truly devout Christian, for ex- 


ample, will pray to his supposedly In- 
tinltc God to forgive him, believing, and 
declaring him to be infinitely just. How 
absurdly unphilosophlcal! 
The very act 


of prayer is an admission that one cannot 
be praying to the Infinite One, as well 
as that he Is asking that he does not de- 
serve. 


[Does Karma, then, deprive us of appeal 
to the divine? liy no means; hut tbat ap- 
peal Is not by vain words and Ignorant 
entreaties; It Is had In every thought, 
act. or. word, of our dally life. What a 
hOlemn thought: 
Would -men so lightly 


commit sin or crime If they realized that 
|n so doing they were demanding justice 
and judgment .of that which cannot orr? 
Christianity him long taught that God 
sees every action; tbat "not a sparrow 
falls to the ground without His notioe," 
but Its teachings have not reached th6 
hearts of men nor modified their lives.be- 
cause it fails to clearly explain how the* 
Divine accomplishes this. That of which 
we are conscious affects us not; but If we 
are shown that In the Ignored law ot 
cause and effect Is working the will of 
Omnipotent Deity, the Divine Presence 
at once becomes a living reality to our
